Bur if any man come in 
with a falſe Tale, by nv 
means (as 1 ſaid) lethim be 
admitted, If you find a (er- 
vant ſpeaking filthily before 
him, chaſtiſe him for it im- 
medwratcly, and be thy ſelf a 
ſevere and birter Cenſor of 
whatſpcver evil they dg. But

young maid (yea rather let 
thereno ſuch approach him ) 
let her not ſo much as light 
the fire , unleſs ir be ſome

Let none therefore bring 
him ſweet Ointments, ſor as 
ſoon as that once affects the 
Brain, it effeminates and (of- 
tens all the reſt : Hencealſo 
Luſts are incited, and in th:r 
do lurk innumerable ſnares. 
Thercfore lock up that Gate 
ſecurely. For the faculty of 
Smelling is to breath the Air, 
rot to receive Perfumes... 
Some there are which perad- 
venture will deride all this, 
as though whilcſt we dif- 
courſe of this nurture, we 
trouble our fclves abour tri- 
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fles : But in truth the matter 
1s not ſmall ; but the very 
Bafis, Inſtrution and Inſti- 
tution of the whole world, 
that theſe things be duly per- 
formed: | 


There is likewiſe another 
Gate, more ſpecious then the 
| former, butof exceed ing £It- 
ficulty ro guard, namely, thar 
of the Eyes, as being rais'd 
on high, ſet in the front, and. 
beautified: This has mony 
ſnaller Leaves, by which it 
not onely (ces but 1s ſeen, if 
it be gallantly framed, H-re 
then there is great neceflity 
of Laws, one of the principal 
whetcof ler be, never to ſend 
the Child to the Theater, leſt 
thereby he receive an enrire 0- 
yerthrow at once, both by the 
Ears,& by the Eys:and let his

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Attendant obſerye this cfpe- 
cially in the Markets, and

Now to the end he may 
reccive no harm by being 
ſeen, there are divers things 
to be conſidered.

inftances. Here ' then mbſt 
the Governout and he that 
waits on him, be wondtfull 
carefull and ſollicitous, ſhew 
him therefore other beautifull 
0bjafts , drawing away his 
eyes from theſe things: Such 
as are the Heavens, the-Stars, 
the Flowers of the Earth, the 
Meadows, fair Books, ec. 
Theſe therefore let him” de- 
light his eyes withal z and 
there ate many other objects 
deſtdes, which are very in- 
offenſive : For it is a Port ex- 
treamly difficult tro guard; 
for aS much as it has a fire 
burning within, and a kind 
of natural neceſſity asT may 
ſay. Teach him ſome Di- 
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he be inwardly incited , he 
Will not care to be ſeen a« 


| broad. Be ſure that he ne- 


ver bath with women, 1t is 


a very wicked cuſtome: nei- 


therpermit him to haunt their 
company. 


Ler him often hear the 
whole Hiſtory of Foſeph, 
and now learn the things - 
which concern the Kingdom 
of Heaven : What a Gar- 
land there's laid up for thoſe 


which are Chaſt. Promiſe 


him a beautifull Wife, and 
that you will make him your | 
Heir + but menace all the 


contrary, if you find him 
diſobedient: And taik this 


to him. We ſhall never 
procure you, Son, a virtuous 
Wife, unleſs you ſhew a 


oreat deal of circumſpection 
and 
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and an acceſs of Virtue. If 
you perſevere, I will quick- 
ly marry you: But eſpecial- 
ly if hs be taught to abhor 
fly ſpeeches, he has gain'd 
from :bove a very exccllent 
Foundation of Modeſty : 

Diſcourſe to him of the pul- 
Ghritude of the Mind, make 
him reſolute againſt Wo- 
men. Teil him *tis- a d1f- 
ingenuous thing to be de- 
ſpis'd of a javid maid, and 
that much more Circumſpe- 
ction is requir'd in a youth, 
When any m:n ſpeaks, heis 
known; bur he that ſees onely 
is not known: For this is a ve- 
ry quickSenſc,and'one 11:ting 
amongſt many perſons is a- 
ble to take which of them he 
pleaſes with one onely dart,

frequent the Theater,Bur if he 
ſeek for thele picaſures, if you 
know of any. his contempo- 
raries which deny themſelyes 
thar vanity , ſhew them to 
him, that by their example 
he may be reduced : - For 
there 1s nothing in the world 
which. does ſooner redreſs it, - 
then Emufation, ne, not 
any. And in every thing 
elſe let us obſerve this rule, 
clpecially if you perceive 
him to. be of an cmulous 
diſpoſition.
